FACT NUMBER THREE. Under any conditions, color television 
will be an added service—not a replacement service—just as techni­ 
color in the motion picture industry. The movie industry has pro­ 
duced color pictures for fifteen years, but even now only a small 
percentage of ( lass A pictures are in technicolor because of the 
excessive cost of production, and these same factors will affect color 
telecasting. 
FACT NUMBER FOUR. The present black and white telecast­ 
ing system will continue to bt! used, which means that every owner 
of a present set will receive all the entertainm ent and service he 
expected when he bought the set. This is equally true of the pros­ 
pective buyer. 
fA (.F NUMBER FIVE. You can assure your customers that 
when regularly scheduled color telecasting is available and not just 
experimental as today, Hoffman will be prepared to make the recep­ 
tion of these programs available to Hoffman owners. 
b ACI NUMBER SIX. Columbia Broadcasting System's plan for 
telecasting is unknown, but it is known that all equipment for tele­ 
casting and receiving in color is still in an experimental phase and 
will remain so for a substantial period of time. 
FAUT NUMBER SEVEN. The present Hoffman television set 
is just as good a buy today as it was yesterday the day before, and 
will give just as much pleasure and entertainment in the future.

ranchmen do not know just what 
to look for. 


The 
importance 
of 
learning 
what to look for in a good pasture 
grass 
is 
emphasized 
by 
Tom 
Roof, County Agent. 
He says 
that 75 to 80 percent of the for­ 
age consumed 
by 
livestock 
in 
Wise County is roughage in thej 
form of native grass. 
Grass is j 
the cheapest feed available, and 
knowing the vegetation, primar-! 
ily grass, is as fundamental in 
the livestock business as knowing 
livestock. 
In some respects judging live­ 
stock and judging grass are very 
similar. 
Iii judging a horse cer­ 
tain characteristics are looked for 
in the animal’s head. 
Grasses 
also 
show different 
character­ 
istics in the head. 
In fact, the 
grass family is broken down into 
various groups on the basis of 
differences in the seed head. 
On a horse you want a good 
trim middle with a short coupling 
and a fairly level croup. The mid­ 
dle of the grass—that is the leafy 
part — should be abundant, pro­ 
duce over a long season and cure 
out well. 
Every 
livestock 
man 
knows 
that a horse must have straight, 
well muscled legs with strong 
bones, or he will be of little value. 
The legs on a grass—-that is the 
roots—are just as important and 
require just as much care as

those on a horse. 
A grass plant 
depends on its root system for 
food and water for loaf growth. 
Unless the roots are deep and 
well distributed, reduced forage 
production results. 


Roof 
reminds 
ranchers 
that 
heavy or close grazing has the 
effect of reducing the root sys­ 
tem of the plant as well as the 
top growth. Good native grasses 
that are close-grazed die out and 
are replaced by poorer, short- 
rooted grasses and weeds which 
require less water and produce 
less forage. 
A good livestock man selects 
animals for breeding not only on 
the basis of their quality as indi­ 
vidual?, but also from the stand­ 
point of their desirabilia for use 
in 
the present 
breeding herd. 
Grasses, too, should be selected 
not as individual plants, but on 
the basis of their suitability for 
use in a balanced grazing pro­ 
gram. 


Keeping a mixture of adapted 
grasses which produces a maxi- j 
mum amount of palatable forage! 
of high nutritive content during 
the major portion of the year 
should be the goal of every live-1 
stock man. 
He points out that 
production of mon* good gras? 
per acre means more profit from 
the same acreage through extra 
pounds of meat produced. 
Knowing the various grasses, 
their growing and seeding season 
and their pedigree is essential to 
sound pasture management. 
The
